But 
we; try to make sure thnl the 
reluctances dont cumt* from 
brothers thinking that things are 
jjetting any better. 

The various fornis of ‘change'’ 
Lhat the admini strot ion hands 
down to us is at Umes laken by 
the prison masses os Progressive 
and they tond to fcel somewhat 
saüsfied w r ith these tokenisms, 
and won t try to recognlze ihem 
for the fascist rc?forms which they 
are. 

This is an extremely ambiva¬ 
lent postlion to be in + esphiining 
cert 4 iin points to Urothers while 
frying lo get uround the "gang¬ 
ster' h chamcteristica which a lot 
of us have. and keeping repression 
fTom coming down on us at the 
samc time. 

Fortunately consciousness in 
prison now r is fairly high. n lol of 
our hangups have been mini- 
mized to the point where we can 
reason with each other, and this 
con be attributed to having a real 
vjmguard nn the streel w'hose 
practice led lo the establishment 
of van gaard dements in prison. 
Had it nol been for the establish¬ 
ment of a revolulionary vanguurd 
on the outside, the comrades on 
the tnaïdo would not have been 
able to put theoretical knowledgc 
inlo practice. The outside van- 
guard hes mobUized enough 
public support for the prison 
movement to hghten represaion. 
but the problem of ropreasion is 
still very hard on prison vanguatd

ANGRY PROTEST OF 
TEXAS POLICE 
RILLING 

{Port Arlhur, Texas I — Anger, 
concern, and firebombs dcscribe 
the fedings of the Black corarau- 
nily, here in the wake of the 
shooting death of yct another 
young Black man. Clifford Dexter 
Coleman, 22, was shot to death 
by police on December 29 as he 
öllegedly tried to escape from the 
second story of the downtown 
police station. 

KilLlSG 

Police stoxïes of the killing are 
Cünflicting and very confusiïig, 
Police officials state that Brother 
Coleman was arresled for "a- 
busive language 1 ' and "disorder- 
ly conduct" as he sat in a car 
containing gasoline (in contain¬ 
ers), Police daim that later at the 
police station Brother Coleman 
attempted to gain possessicm of a 
police revolver. This was later 
changed by police officials to the 
daim that he had poasession of 
the gun. He allegedly ran a few 
yards away from the building 
before he was killed by police, 

JusUfying the killing was Police 
Chief James Newsom who quotcd 
the Texas Penal code: ‘ H A peace 
officer is justificd in using deadly 
force against another when and to 
the degre© the peace officer 
reasonably believes the deadJy 
force is immediately necessary to 
make an arrest, or to prevent 
escape after arrest. 

A grand jury has begun 
invcstigation into the matter, and 
has revefiled loopholes in the 
conflicling alories issued by po- 
lice. An eye wil ness, Hev. C. 
BruCü Goudeaux, not onty saw 
the "escape attempt," but fol¬ 
io wed police after he witnossed a 
portion of the arrest of Brother 
Coleman. Rcv r Goudeaux statod 
that al no time dtd the brother 
product? ei weapon of any kind.

mtorcepting and copying the mail 
of American eitizens when he 
resigned in 1959. 

Dr. Molvin Crain, a politica! 
acience professor ut San Diego 
State Univorsity, said CIA offi¬ 
cials in vol veel ïn the "mail 
tappmg' h acknowkdged to him 
that it was an illegal and 
uci-Constitutional invaslon of pri¬ 
vacy and in violation of the 
National Security Act of 1947, 
whkh creaied the Agency. 

First class mail may legally bc 
opened only by court order, 
usually in criminal cases, and this 
occurs only on rare occasions, 
Federal law on "obstruction of 
correspondence set a maximum 
penalty of $2,000 in fïnes and five 
years in prison for "whoever

C.I.I.. POST OFFICE 
ILLESALLY TAMPERED 
W1TH MAIL 


(Chicago, IU.) — .José Cha-Cha 
Jimenez, 46th Ward Aldermanic 
candidate, was endorsed on Jan- 
uary 5 by the 46th Ward IPÖ 
(Independent PrecLnct Organiza- 
tionh Jimenez receivcd all vetes 
cast. The two op posing candi- 
dates who also gought the en- 
doTsemont received none. 

Jimenez addressed a crowd of 
200 at the open IPO meeting held 
at Huil House 1 4520 N, Beacon 
Street. In his presentötion Jime¬ 
nez said, d, By stabilizing this 
community, we can give the 
people politica! power, stop the 
rise in crime and organize the 
youth — our future here — so 
that they become productive 
ciüzens in our society. 1 

Jimenez pledged to be a 
full-time aldcrman with a full¬ 
time aldermanic service office. 
"City services are a right no 
matter how r you vote." He 
stressod that si nee June his 
campaign service staff had taken 
acLion on over 4,000 community 
requests for assistance including 


public aid. sociaï security, legul. 
emergency food. medical and 
housing prüblems. 

Öther issues that Jimenez 
stressed and said he would fïght 
for are: 

1. Manies availahle Ihrough 
the new Housing and Community 
Development Act should be used, 
according lo federal guidelines, 
primurily for low and moderate 
income housing, 

2. He outlined programs to 
proleet existing low and moderate 
income housing including a Land¬ 
lord Sccurity Deposit nrdinance to 
help assure a quick repair or 
Health and safety hazards in 
apartments. 

3. He emphosïzed the proteo 
tien of neighborhoods against 
monopolïzaion by private "devel- 
opers" h through such measures as 
community zOning boards and uil 
out efforts to stop redlining in the 
ward. 

4. Jimenez caïled for proteclion 
of small landlords, owners of 
moderate and low income hous- 
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Ward Aldermanic candidate. 
ing. who are often unduly harass- 
ed out of existence by city 
inspectors and courts w-hile sium- 
lords go virtuslly untouched. 
Jimenez’ program indudes spec¬ 
ial assistance to these small 
landlords with special assistance 
in taking advantage of rent 
subsidy and other programs- 

5. Jimenez called for a witness 
protection and immunity program 
to get to the bottom of the arson 
in the area, 

6. Jimenez emphasized the 
fight for programs to keep 
existing jobs in the city and 
reattract lost industry, 

7. On cducutiön: special con¬ 
cern for education in the ward 
with stress on hiring more 
teachers’ aides from the coraimi- 
nity; closer unity between the 
Teachers’ Union and the commu¬ 
nity: the establishment of a 
multi-culLural library in the ward: 
and decentralization of the school 
board providmg more community 
control. 

8. Four major programs for 
senior eitizens were ouüined. 
including o Senior Citizens Pro¬ 
tection program which is badly 
needed in the ward. 

9. Programs for police account- 
ability to the community to 
pro vide bette r relations and the 
development of programs of 
employmenU community partki- 
pation and job training for our 
youth were cxplained, 

Jimenez. analyzing the metim- 
bent s weak margin in the last 
election, noted Lhat he had lost 
the east si de of the ward (ak>ng 
Liike Shore Drive! ;1i nd ihiU 1 his 
strongholds are now our streng- 
holds In this coming election I 
know for a fact that the machine 
wil! not win in the poor White. 
Black and Latino sectiëns of the 
ward. And with your help — they 
vriil not win at alï,*' 

After the IPO endorsement was 
announeed, the session ended 
with a standing ovation and the 
crowd brokê mto Jimenez’ eanv 
paign song, "The Efowmixg of a 
New Day "

Despilü vaccinalion pro¬ 
grams, rallies, reports the 
American Velerinary Medical 
Association. is still very preva- 
lejit in wdïdlifê in the U.S. and 
will continue 10 be n serieus 
public Health problem for many 
years to come. 

If you or nnyone in your family 
is bitten by a dog, cat, skunk, 
bat or otber aniinal, you should 
not panic bul try to tdéntify the 
aninial before it runs away You 
5 hou ld ihorougtily wuisb the 
wound with plenty of soap and 
water and seo your faniiiy dm^or 
or nearby hos pi Lal for prnftss- 
siona) treatmentj 

In addition, you should con¬ 
tact public Health authorities for 
advice. If you own the animal 
which did the hiting, you should 
inimediately call a veterinorian 
for advice and make sure the 
public bealLh authonties know 
when and where the biling look 
place and who was billen. You 
should aha find out about a 
rabiea vaccination for your ani- 
mal as soon os posaible. 

Your doctor will give antirab- 
ies treatment as indicated by the 
Iutest recommendations of the 
U.S, Public Health Service or 
the World Health Orgnnization, 

Rabies strikes the central 
norvous System and bnngs on 
eboking, convulsions and inabil- 
ity to swallow liquida, lt can kill 
you, your loved ones or your 
pets so vaccinate your own 
animals ngoinst rabies and seek 
immediate treatmenl if you are 
bitten.

OF 5 BLACK 
MEN'S DEATHS 

lAtlanta, Ga.} — A report 
written by the families of five 
Black men ruied accidentally 

drowned—but believed by many, 
murdered — in the waters off the 
const of Pensacola, Florida, about 
a month ago was sent to outgoing 
Georgia Governor Jimmy Carter 
last w r eek. 

Althoygh Gov. Carter, 1976 
Democratie Presidential hopefub 
w r as out of town when the report 
was received, he had earlier 
agreed to read the report and 
eonsider w r hat act ion. ïf any, he 
might tiike to spur an investiga- 
tion into the deaths, which 
occurred under unusual circum- 
stances. 

Contrary to Escambia County 
cororner’s report, the families 
and the Southern Christion Lcad- 
ership Conference (SCLCh which 
recently received permission to 
conduct their own autopsies, 
believe the men met with foul 
play 

The men, all experieneed fish- 
ermen ranging in age from 
mid-30 to mid-50, were reported 
missing when their 19 foot, 
Jlatbottom boat ivas found float- 
ing offshore in Santa Rosa Sound 


According to Information re- 
ieased by Tyrone Brooks, com- 
munication director for SCLC, 
when the Coast Guard found the 
boat all five life jackets were still 
in the boat. 

In ad dit ion. Brooks said the 
Coast Guard found fishing gear 
and bait. coolers, jce and other 
suppliea all intact. Plus. they 
found a full tank of gas. 

The only oddities they discov- 
ered were Lhat ïhe bont was in 
neutral gear, akbough well off¬ 
shore. and a severed, apparentlv 
cut, anchor rope. 


*‘We just don't onderstand 
how these five experieneed men 
could all go out in a boat that 
wouldn't sink, leave their life 
jackets off, then all drown when 
there was no storm,” one observ- 
er said. 

The men had been fishing in the 
same area since 1952. 

None of the bodies were found 
uniil December 9. Then Marvin 
Walker L s body was discovered 
floating in the sound near w r here 
the boat was found, nine days 
befare, The area, however* had 
been dragged prcvïously.

The day following au an- 
nouncement by SCLC head Rev. 
Ralph Abemathy that he and 
others wnuld go to Pensacola to 
form a search party, two more 
bodies w r ere found, those of John 
Sterling and Robert Walker. Rev. 
Abemathy. vvho asked to look at 
the bodies at the autopsy, was 
quoted in the local press as 
saying that the bodies did mot 
look as if they had boen in the 
water for 11 days. 

The last two bodies, those of 
Leroy Holloway and Lonnie Mer- 
ritt, were found December 13. 
The five bodies were found as 
much as four to five miles apart. 

Neither the families nor the 
SCLC have been able to provido 
any apparem reason for what 
they are convinced is munder.

Wilson, Bennie Bell, Jerry F o viz¬ 
ier and George Smith. (AL the 
arr&ignment Brother Bell was 
brought to the courtroom in 
chains. Hts móuth was taped shut, 
and the prosecuting attomey 
ordered Kim pistol whipped.) 

In a letter to THE BLACK 
PANTHER, Brother Teagle ex- 
plained that the Rock was "des- 
troyed by the people because of 
the crue! and inhuman treatment 
which led to the murder llast 
May] of politica! prieoner...Bro¬ 
ther Forsythe... ,, 

Explaining the chain of events 
surrounding Brother Forsythe's 
death, Brother Teagle wrote: 


"‘Bobby was helplessly trapped 
behind the douhle-loeked door of 
bis 5-foot, S-inch sealed tiger 
cage {in the Rock! when the ... 
pigs ... poured tear gas into his 
unventilated cage until he could 
no longer breatbe." Brother 
Forsythe died tw'O days later af ter 
pleas by his fellow inmates for a 
doctor brought no results.

A federal grand jury p was 
scheduïed to meet Januar> r 6 to 
consider possihle indictments a- 
gainst the prison guards respon- 
sible for Brother Forsythe's mur- 
der. 

ïn the aftermath of the October 
19 fïre — which did one million 
dollars worth of damage — the 
inmates, led by Black prisoners, 
went oulside the prison where 
they were met. by riot police 
who forced them to strip and lay 
down on the wet ground where 
they w ere beaten. 

They wero then marched to a 
140-cell building where they 
conlinued to protest.

She 
nddvd Lhui she is presently 
helping tn nrganize a group of 
womén to work for chimge in the 
public schools. 

In the orea of law cnforcement.

In 1965, under the looming 
shadow of Watts, a group of 
White, wcalthy men sat down to 
play do mestic counter insurgency. 
LEAA was begun by liberals. The 
budget then was mercly £63 
million; now it haa mulliplied 25 
limes to $1.5 billion and it is 
going up. The police get 85 per 
cent of the budget, the jails 8 per 
cent, the-courts 6 per cent, The 
budget increases are cheered by 
liberal ns wel! as conservative 
congressmen. Rcpresentati ve 
James Scheuer f. N.Yd is an 
exomple: 

“As a result of spm-offs from 
medical, military, aerospace and 
inrftistnai research, we now are in 
the process of developjng devices 
and products capable of control- 
ling violent individu als and en lire 
mobs without injury. We can 
tranquilize, impede, immobolize, 
harass, shock, upset, stupefy, 
nauseate, chili, temporarily 
blind, deafen, or just plain scare 
the wits out of anynne the police 
have a proper neeci to control or 
restram.”

It is crucial to this argument to 
realize that the ' crime" that 
liberals and conservatives alike 
are zeroing in en is petty. social, 
and impulsive.

ter scientists, electronic engi- 
neers, physidsts, biologists and 
ot her nalu r al scie ntists... and 
paychologisLs. socïologists, econ- 
omisLs and iawycrs,.. " to work on 
raistng the level of police techno- 

In another speech, this time to 
the ex ecu ti vos of Western Elec¬ 
tric, Tamm asked for their help on 
technology. “You gentlemen pro- 
bably know beller than I,” Tamm 
said. "'that Industry spends huge 
sums on research and dcnelnp- 
ment. Unfortumately, an almost 
negligible port ion of this is 
directed towards law enforcement 
beefluse the market is so small 
and whïit liule there is ts greath 
fragmented- Without a profitable 
market, industry logica Dy has 
lilde interest in devoting any 
major portïon of its research 
resources to police needs,’ 1 

Since Tamm spoke last year 
(19731 the potice-indusUial com¬ 
plex has pushed a lot of money 
into research and development. 
confident that as a result of the 
Safe Streets Act a profitable 
market is waiting to be tapped. 

The think-lanks that predicted 
and lost the Vietnam War are 
now focusing their computers on 
the potential new American ei vil 
war. One leading futurist, Her¬ 
man Kahrt. who used to predict 
how we could survive a nuclear 
w^nr. oow prtimises us that the 
water suppües of w holo cities can 
be heavily dos cd with imnquili- 
zing drugs in order to reduce 
“crime" and Iuiipro>e eomnnmity 
relations. 


John C, Meyer. Jr., writing in 
the magazine, Police Chiefs spec- 
ulaies that the increased use of 
drugs will eventually aid the 
police. Not only will “antisocial 
types" be given regular doses, 
but the police themsolLves. those 
w'ho work in "some sections" of 
the city, wil! be drugg r ed in order 
to make them “more aware of 
physkal danger.”

rcducütm to E-l and a bad 
conduct discharge. 

On appeal, the* Arrov Cmjrt of 
MiiiCury Kj-vhïw oveitumed the 
assault tonvierliön, reaaomng that 
since he kneu- he wo* kmócent of 
the charges for whïeh hé was 
sirésted, BiUy Dean had a right to 


resisi arrest. The court stiid that 
the acquit Uil. "served to estab- 
lish Ihe arrest and app re hens ion 
lo him- heen unlnwful Thus r he 
was entitlod to resist such an 
arrest wkh rea^onahló force, ' 

Of course. tbis is a great victory 
fnr Bïlly Dean Smith and the 
mariy people who supported him. 
But r jt is aiso a step fonvard for 
aU G.I.s whp are constently being 
harassed and bustod by M.P.s, 
ClDs or NISs, on phony charges. 

Usualiy. whal happens is that 
they beat the heil out of a G. I. and 
then charge HIM with üssault. 
Unlil now ihal has almost always 
resulted in heavy penaJlies for the 
GJ r 

The neu dedsion in BiUy Dean 
Smith's case seems to givé G.I.s 
the right to re sist these phony 
btists ivith force. We are not 
advocating that you use force lo 
reaist every arrest, Bul, we are 
saying that you dn not have to 
Uike any shit from M, P.s and that if 
they are wrongfully mening with 
yuu, you cün use rt»asOnable force 
to resist.

Hainhua News Agency rcpnrts 
that the officia) takeover ccro 
mony was held near Caracas at 
Rolivar HLI3, the site of iron 
concessions held by the Orinoco 
Mining Company. o subsidtary of 
the U.S. Steel Company, and the 
Iron Mines Company of Venezue¬ 
la. ft subsidiary of Bethlehem 
Steel. 

Venezuelan President Carlos 
Andres Perez raised the national 
flag on the peak of BüJivar Hill on 
Jonuary 1, symbolizing an end to 
the years of economie exploitation 
of Venezuela# iron mdustry by 
the U.S. A joyful crowd of 
thousands of Venezuela ns from 
uil over the country witnessed the 
ceremony, 

NATIONAUZATÏON 

Addressing the nation in a 
radio and television speech. 
President Perez noted that the 
nationalizfttion of the iron indus- 
try and the planned takeover of 
the petroleum industry are in- 
tenderf to stop "manipulotion" 
by the great fmanciftl centers of 
the wortd" and to obtain fair and 
jual prices for Venezuela’s pri- 
mary products. 

President Perez blasted the 
trade bill Tccontly adopted by the 
U.S. Congrcss for denying the 
most favorable treatment to 
members of the Organization of 
Petroleum Ex porti ng Countries, 
which includes Venezuela, 

"We cannot sacrifice our dig- 
nily. and w® reject the threata or 
discriminations that moy come 
from abroad," President Perez 
dedared. He added that the U.S. 
"has benefited most from our 
natura! resources ... landl has 
made us the object of a discrimi* 
natory law. ” 

Venezuela's iron ore deposits 
are estimated at two million tons. 
However, until the recent nation- 
alization of the industry . 85 per 
cent of the country’s iron ore 
pröduetion was contrei led by the 
Orinoco Mining Company and the 
rest by the Iron Mines Company 
of Venezuela.□

A report published earlier last 
week from the Agence Francc 
Presse stated that Chinese, North 
Korean and Tanzanian films are 
to rcplace Western picturcs, 
which up to now fiJled time on 
Ethiopian telcvis ion. The report 
said the ruling PrOvisionol Mili¬ 
tary' Admmis tra live Council has 
banncd all Western films which 
are conlradictory to the building 
of sociaJism. 

The announcement on nalion- 
alization made on the government 
radio said the move was in lino 
with the economie objectiv e of the 
Provisional Military Council that 
deposed Emperor Haile Sela hs ie 
lïjst September, 

SOCIALIST STATE 

On December 20, the Council 
said it wöuld turn Ethiopia into a 
socialist state w r ith n single party, 
direct state contrei over most of 
the economy and collective farm- 
mg on government land, 

The banks, nalionaliied by 
the Council's order which 
beeame effective January 1, 
includc the Commercial Bank of 
Addis Ababa and the Ethiopian 
suhsidiarios of Italy's Banco di 
Roma and Banco di No poli. 

Foriy per cent of the shares in 
the Commercial Bank of Addis 
Ababa are held by National and 
Grindlay's Bank of Britsin, The 
Naples, Itoly-based pa rent com- 
pany of the Banco di Napoli holds 
31 per cent of the shnres of its 
Ethiopian subsidiary. 

The mortgage companies na- 
rtionaüzed by the Council include 
the Home Ownership and Saving 

Associaüon. Half of its capita!, 
timounting to about $506,000 w as 
held by U.S, interesto. 

The 12 life insumnee compan¬ 
ies naLkmalized by the govem- 
ment include the Ethiopian- 
American Life Insurance Com- 
pany, in which Amèricans had a 
70 per cent interest.

"DREADS” MILITANTS MAY BE SHOT ON 
SIGHT IN DOMINICA 


fftoseau, Dominica) 1 — A young 
Black revolutionaiy group — 
known as the Dreads — faces 
extinction as the result of fascist 
legislation paased by the House 
of Assembly, The New Kort 
Times reports, 

Under the ïegislation, the 
Dreads (now in hidïng for their 
lives), whom the reactiónary 
Black governmcnt claims have 
seriousiy threatened the island s 
White tourist industry—the heart 
of its economy —may be legally 
killed if found in a private 
residence. 

The governmcnt charges the 
Dreads with the shooting death of 
an American tourist last March 
and has also linked the group — 
looked upon by many Domini- 
can$, The Times says, "os 
emerging voices of cducated and 
underprivilegod West lndian 
ynuth” — with the murder of a 
retired couple from Canada in 
their ruraJ is land home in No¬ 
vember. 

A young brother, convicted of 
killing the American tourist, has 
been sentenced to be hanged. 
Prime Minister Patrick R John's 
government has sent special 
police patrols and the island's 
20O-man defense foree into the 
mterior rain forests where the 
Dreads are helle ved to be hiding, 

Lawyers and civil rights advo¬ 
cates throughout the Carihbean 
(Dominica is located 400 miles 
soulheasl of Puerto Rico) have 
blasted the legiaiation which 
makes it legal for anyone to kül a 
Dread found at any time in a 
dwelling, The legislation also 
empowers the police to arrest on 
sight anyone wearing the Dreads' 


distmetive hair style, now aban- 
doned, of long. stiffened locks. 

Dominica Police Commissicmer 
Oliver Philips said that the 
Dreads have been influenced by 
Black revolulionary thoughl in 
the U.S, and at the University of 
the West Indies, with campuses 
in Jamaica, Trinidad and Barba¬ 
dos, 

Said Philips, "They (Dreads) 
want to change the whole gov- 
ernmental system," (Dominica is 
a self-govcming state but part of 
the neo-colonial British Gom- 
monwealth.) He added that the 
group favors such Progressive 
programs as nat ion al i/m ion of 
banks and insurancc companies 
and common ownership of land, 

The Movement for a New 
Dominica, an anti-government 
politica! group, backs the Dreads, 
Philips said, 

A member of the Movement, 
whö insisted on anonymity, said 
that the Dreads are disillusiuned 
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with the backward pobtical, eco¬ 
nomie and educational directs ons 
that the government has taken 
which have failed to im prove the 
life of the masses of poor Black 
West ïndians* 

Prime Minister John claims 
that the aelivities of the Dreads, 
including "terrorizing" farmers 
by thefts and beatings, as well as 
harassing tourists t are meant to 
quicken the fall of Dominica's 
alleged 1 ‘d emoe m tic'' go v em- 
ment by disrupting the eco¬ 
nomy.

While soine have cheored tho 
recent diaelosures of illogal CIA 
surveillance and the mounting list 
of ertmmal adivities thé agency 
was ïftvolved in, they should noto 
thtit in the last 25 years, no gains 
huve been made in céntrolling or 
halt mg the ex pand ing thrust of 
America's spy machine. Without 
meaningfui public pressure, it

"l AM A CRUSADER” 


INTERVIEWED ON TRIPS TO SOUTH AFRICA 


Arthur Ashe is undoubtediy the 
most taiented and celebrated 
Black American tennis play er of 
oiir time. In recent year 5 „ how- 
rt ter, Brother Ashe's unprece* 
dented trawals to South Africa, 
where the poiicy of striet racial 
segregation knourn as apartheid 
prevaits, have generaled as much 
publicüy, if nol more t a$ his 
exploits on the tennis court „ In 
the foltowmg interview with 
Africa magazine, Arthur Ashe 
candidiy explains the reasons 
hehtnd hts two controuerskd trips 
to South Africa, saying that he 
canccives of himself as “a 
crusader , " Readers are urged to 
write THE BLACK PANTHER 
theirown uiews on this subject. 

AFRICA: In the field of sport, 
where you have aehieved consid¬ 
eratie fame. you have been a 
eontr o verstal figure bec&use of 
your views on race relations, In 
September, 1964, you wc re quot- 
ed by Newsweek as saying that 
you wcro "no crusader for racial 
integratioh in sport,' r And a year 
ago you went to South Africa 
amidsl protest from many of your 
fans and you have visited that 
country again rocently, How do 
you seeyourself and your actions 
in the context of racial discrimi- 
natcon in sport? 

ASHE: With regard to the 
statement of my not being a 
crusader ten years ago, that is 
ejtactly as jt was when I was & 
twenty-year old junior ot the 
Univcrsity of California in Los 
Angelos. Bul J have changed; 
now 1 am a crusader, 

What makes ït difficull for me 
is that when I became involved in 
ihe situatiën in South Africa in 
1966, it was aomething that 
affocted me in a very persomil 
sense. And ever since then, South 
Africa and ils racial problems of 
apartheid have been an obsession 
with me, I starled studying and 
readïng its hïstory and about ils 
people; and, in fact, before I went 
there 1 kriew about as much about 
South Africa as one could know 
never hoving been there, 

I had also alwoys leanit from 
my paren ts that nothing can 
really be solved until the two 
sides in an argument $U dow r n at a 
lable and start discuasion, How- 
ever, oneconnot be so naive as to 
assume that you can just sit down 
at a table and a solutinn automat' 
ically comes out, Öbviously workl 
politics does not work that way. 

AFRICA: Given the knowledge 

you acquired about conditiems in

South Africa what philosophy, if 
any, have you evolved regarding 
a solui ion to the problem there? 

ASHE: I had to think about it 
Ihis way : What is my special area 
of influenee? What am ï trying to 
do? 

1 think sports and musk, and 
possibly entertainment, are the 
two areas whqre no matter what 
your preconeeived notions ore of 
your neighbor. be he Chinese» 
Jewish or White or whatever, 
you really don't cnre whether you 
sit next lo someone w-ho is not like 
you. 

You may care who sits next to 
you in church; who lives next door 
to you; w'ho goes to schooi with 
your daughler; whom your sou or 
daughter marnes. But if you are 
going lo watch a football match, 
nr you are going lo watch som o 
gre&t entertainer perform, you 
really don't care who you; are 
sitting next to becouse you are 
there to enjoy yourself. 

So, I think sports is a great 
medium by which people can 
learn how to get along. So really 


that basically summarizes my 
philosophy about it, 

AFRICA: The South African 
governmeni has divided people 
even in the world of entertain¬ 
ment and sport. What influenee 
do you think your visit to South 
Africa has had on dis crim inat ion 
on sport there? Aresuch visitsnot 
an endorsement of apartheid? 

ASHE: Last year when I went, 
as 1 dïd this year loo. I insisted on 
three conditions being met: firsl- 
ïy T I would nol play in front of a 
segregated audience. Secondly, I 
would not go if South Africa had 
to grant me an honor&ry White 
status, They had to eilher tak o me 
as a Black American human being 
being or I would not go at all And 
the third condition was that I 
would be ollowed to come and go 
as I pleased and to say anything I 
want. Those conditions were met. 

Noiv there was one distinction 
which 1 must make here. Apar¬ 
theid is the law of the land, so 
■when I said I would not play in 
front of a segregaLed audience, I 
had no illusions about me ha ving 
to force South Africa to change Lts 
Iflw; but, in fact, it changed ita 
practice. 

While I was there at EUis Park, 
the Tennis Stadium in Jnhannes- 
burg. for the First time the people 
whom they calE Coioureds, Asions 
and Africans occupied seats they 
had never sat in before because I 
insisted it had to be an ïntegrated 
audience. 

Now the law had not been 
changed, it was ülegal to have 
somo of these seats sold to 
Coioureds, Aslans and Africas 
since 19*18, when apartheid start- 
ed. So there was de facto 
integrplion although the letter of 
the law w r os still the same. 

AFRICA; In other words you 
achieved a kind of break in the 
practice of apartheid while you 
wc re there? 
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Sports 


ASHE: At least apartheid had 
to pause for 12 days because 1 had 
said l wouidn’t come if it w^ere not 
so, and that is what happened, 

Thesecond benefit was that for 
the first time, again since I948 r 
Africans, Coioureds and Asians 
w r ere aliow r ed to play on what is 
called the Sugar Circuit, w hich is 
a series of professional tourna- 
ments sponsored by the South 
African Sugar Association, Al¬ 
though it is a minor circuit on the 
world professionsl scene» it ia 
South Africa's showpiece profes¬ 
sional tennis toumament. 

Further, it is now’ legally 
substantiatedi that any South Afï> 
can, no matter who he Es, can, on 
merit, quulify for any of South 
Africa's intetnational teams. 
Thus any good Black. Coloured or 
Asian South African could play in 
the Davis Cup for South Africa. 
This comes from the Minister of 
Sport himself with whom I had 
two Interviews. 

AFRICA: Am ï right in assum- 
ing that your appruach to apar¬ 
theid is not to höycott South 
Africa, but to use whatever 
influenee you have to break down 
the walk of apartheid as much as 
you can? This ia contrary to 
what mnny famous Black sports- 
men believe. 

ASHE: Yes it starled m 1968, 
when Black athletes around the 
world gol together and decided 
South Africa and Rhodesia should 
not enter the Olympics because of 
their racial policïes; and a cam- 
paign for a spurts bcycott was 
started. I think in the post three 
years in partitular. and. in 
genera!, since 1968 this poiicy of 
isolation was the correct ap- 
proach. South Africans, especial- 
ly the White one^, are crasjy about 
sport: if you tieny them sport, 
then they would do almost 
anything lo get it back, 

What t am suggesting now is 
that South Africa is beginning to 
change and the way to get the 
door open more ia not to impose 
further boycüUs, but lo gtve 
South Africa every opportutut? to 
open the door wider. 

When South Africa is mnkmg 
these ehanges in their aparthM 
strucïure, you have to, 
thmigh we don t like it emoiioo- 
*dly, give them a face-saving way 
out lf you put South Afr ei s 
back to the wall and say ‘‘IXvm- 
mit, t m going to have nothing to 
do with you they are going to 
say ‘to heil with you!' And thev 
may turn the sorows tighter on 
out Black brothers down there.
